Supplies Purchased by 
Sidney Greason, Atlanta 
Man, Will Be Placed on 
800-Ton Freighter. 


New York, August 2.—(Special.)— 
So busily has Sidney Greason, stew- 
ard for Commander Richard E. Byrd’s 
south pole expedition, been collecting 
supplies for the antarctic explorers, 
that a third ship has been purchased 
to carry the provisions and equipment 
to Ross sea where the winter encamp- 
ment will be made. 

The new ship is the “Chelsea,” an 
800-ton iron freighter. She will carry 
the major cargo south on a quick dash 


from New Zealand and will return 
before the ice forms. Her prow is to 
be reinforced to enable her to buffet 
small floes, but she. will not be ca- 


pable of standing an antarctic winter. 

With the announcement of the pur- 
chase of the vessel Commander Byrd 
has also made public the list of sup- 
plies that Greason, formerly steward 
of the Atlanta Athletic club, and his 
staff have collected for the crew of 
100 men that will face the frozen 
south. Ever since his arrival from 
Atlanta, Greason has been patiently 
investigating. the various needs and 
sources of supply for Commander 
Byrd and has collected a formidable 
list of provisions. 

This list includes 500,000 cigarettes.

B. W. Swan and I, on’ the 
night of July 26, 1927, were 
on a road near Oakman, Ga., 
in Swan’s car when he told me 
that Coleman Osborne had 
told about us keeping company 
and said this would ruin him 
(Swan). He then said if I 
would help him frame Cliff that 
he could get a man to kill Os- 
borne for $500. He said if I 
would help him to switch the 
gun which he would have used © 
to kill Osborne that that would 
be sufficient evidence against 
Thompson. I agreed to help 
him change the pistols. 

Swan said that he would rath- 
er pay the $500 to get Osborne 


killed and give me $5,000 to 
swear that Thompson was not 


at home in Etowah, Tenn., that 
night (the night on which Os- 
borne was to be killed). 

I agreed to switch the guns, 
So on August 6, the next day 
after Osborne was killed, Jim 
Lowry brought a gun to my 
house. Jim Lowry is a negro. 
I knew him right along. 

I can die happy now. I felt 
awfully bad yesterday after 
Cliffs mother left. But I 
couldn’t bear it any longer this 
afternoon. 

We met near Fairmount on

Nashville, Tenn., August 2.—(#/)— 
Interest aroused by several weeks of 
spirited campaigning was reflected to- 
day in a heavy vote in the democratic 
primary to select nominees for the 
United States senate, congress, gov- 
ernor, legislature, railroad and public 
utilities commissioner and state execu- 
tive committee.

The other 
candidate, D. W. Dodson, of Nash- 
ville, did not take the stump. 

Senator Kenneth D. McKellar had 
three opponents in his fight for re- 
nomination.

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OVER GOLF LINKS 


A war to the finish over whether 
the new John A. White park is to 
have an 18-hole golf course or a nine- 
hole course and playground and other 
recreational space loomed Thursday 
foliowing action of the Municipal 
Golfers’ association in. instructing the 
president, Scott Trammeli, to confer 
with attorneys with a view to seek- 
ing court action in the interest of 
the larger links. 

Dr. Beecher [suvall, president of 
the Cascade-Beecher Community club, 
issned a statement in which he in- 
sisted on a nine-hole course instead 
of utilization of the entire strip for 
a golf course, and approximately 600 


citizens who attended a mass meeting 
in West End unanimously voted their 
approval of present plans to .con- 
struct the nine-hole course and re- 
serve adequate space for playgrounds 
and preservation of the heavily wood- 
ed area on Cascade avenue. 


Asks Recreational Space. 


Those attending the mass meeting 
pointed out that sufficient space 
would be left after construction of 
the nine-hole course for two baseball 
diamonds, nine tennis courts and a 
playground and at the same time pre- 
serve the forest. 

“There are 46 amateur teams play- 
ing in Atlanta this year with only 
12 diamonds which may be used,” 
they said. “Twelve teams were forced 
to utilize an improvised diamond on 
the Donnelly property on Beecher 
street which is not under the  super- 
vision of the park department due 
to the fact that there is only one 
municipally-owned diamond in West 
End, at Mozley park. The two addi- 
tional diamonds at the White park 
would greatly relieve the present con- 
gestion. 

“Amateur ball players in Atlanta 
are grateful to John A. White, chair- 
man of the parks committee of city 
councik and his co-workers for their 
cooperation and for the much needed 
development of the White park.” 

Dr. Duvall, Councilman J. T. Oz- 
burn, of the seventh ward, who is 
a member of the parks committee; T. 
L. Slappey, B. H. Cole, C. P. Lassiter 
and ©. W. Tillander called at the 
park office Thursday morning to file 
Dr. Duvall’s protest against conver- 
sion of the entire strip inte an 18- 
hole golf course. 

The statement was a virtual chal- 
lenge to the association to appeal to 
the courts. 


Duvall’s Position. 


“We are opposed in no way to the 
golfers having an 18-hole course,” 
Dr. Duvall said, “but we are deter- 
mined that the other features of the 
park shall be preserved also. The park 
committee agrees with us, and is ear- 
rying out the plans for all-around de- 
velopment of the park. When that is 
done, or while that is done, we will 
gladly help the golf players secure ad- 
ditional land on which to extend the 
nine-hole course to 18. 

“Our people areeinsistent that the 
park be developed for all the people, 
and not simply for one class. The 
few dissenters from this position, so 
far as I have been able to learn, 
are not residents of the sectiow in- 
volved. Neither will we permit the 
most beautiful wooded hills in West 
End, one of the few tracts of virgin 
forest in this vicinity, to be shorn of 
its trees as would be necessary if ev- 
ery inch of the park were utilized for 
an 18-hole golf course, 

“Legal action is threatened by the 
golfers, and if necessary we will meet 
that issue. We have threatened no 
such steps, but if the golfers take such 
a stand, we are ready to contest the 
matter with them.”

The faet that four bishops of the 
Southern Methodist church are to- 
day following the precise footsteps 
of the northern bishops 60 years 
ago, when the latter, embittered 
against the south, used their pulpits 
and clerical. influences to force 
negro political domination, and so- 
cial equality south of the Mason and 
Dixon line, is creating indignant 

omment throughout the country 
and more particularly in the north. 

The New York World turns. back 
the pages of history and concisely 
recounts the conference in Chicago 
in 1868, and the activities of Thad 
Stevens, then the most vicious of all 
the south haters in congress, in 
rallying the northern bishops around 
him when he was persecuting Presi- 
dent Andrew Johnson because he 
followed the policy of Lincoln and 
refused, as executive, to fasten a 
“free-negro yoke” around the necks 
of the white people of the south, or 
refuse them the constitutional priv- 
‘ilege of autonomy that would give 
the governments of the southern 
states back to their people. 

The house of the northern Meth- 
odist bishopric at the time went on 
record as favoring the impeach- 
ment of President Johnson, because 
at the close of the war he believed 
in national solidarity, without the 
sordid penalization of the south as 
‘Thad Stevens, and his pulpit allies, 
demanded. 

Says The World: — 


“In those days the southern leaders 
and people had pronounced ideas 
about the propriety of converting the 
church into a partisan political ma- 
chine. Of course, the church leaders 
averred that they were not interested 
in parties as such, or in politics gen- 
erally, but were impelled to their 
course by the ‘moral issue’ of equal 
civil and political rights for the newly 
freed slaves.

GEORGIA’S PARTY RULES. 
Judging from inquiries from 


those who are conscientiously seek- Death 


ing the truth about the 1928 state 
democratie executive committee’s 
primary rules, there is undoubtedly : 
considerable confusion on several 
features that are of vital interest. 

First it must be understood that, 
by supreme court decision, the pri- 
mary rules and regulations adopted 
by the regularly constituted party 
authority in a state is the law of; 
that state. Therefore, there are no 
Statutes in the Georgia code that 
are more legally mandatory than the 
rules of the democratic committee. 
To set at rest whether the Georgia 
primary called for September 12, 
1928, is a “white primary,” or a 
democratic primary, rule one reads 
as follows: ; 


“Resolved, that a democratic pri- 
mary election be held on Wednesday, 
September 12, 1928, in each of the 
counties of the state for selection of 


etc. 


That rule should dispose definite- 
ly of that question, and clear up any 
confusion that may exist. 

Paragraph two, in rule two, reads 
as follows: 


“All white electors who are demo- 
crats and qualified to vote in the gen- 
eral elections, who in good faith will 
pledge themselves to support. the 
democraiic candidates for all offices 
to be voted on this year ure hereby 
declared qualified to vote in said pri- 
mary, and the act of voting in said 
primary shall constitute the aforesaid 
pledge.” 

It would be difficult to make the 
English language clearer or more 
explicit—and rule two, and all sec- 
tions thereof, is the law of the state. 

The first paragraph of rule three 
reads as follows: 


“No person shall be deemed a can- 
didate in said primary unless he is 
legally qualified to hold the office for 
which he announces, is a valid mem- 
ber and adherent of the democratic 
party in both state and national poli- 
ties,” ete. 

It is fundamentally impossible to 
be an adherent of the democratic 
party in state and national politics 
without supporting the nominees of 
the party, state and nationally, 
There is no middle ground, no 
“50-50” about it. 


GROW NITROGEN.

few words, but, at the same time, in 
an earnest manner, that the life of 
Minister Rathenau was threatened. 
Rathenau himself was called. In ur- 
gent words I implored him now at last 
to give up his opposition to increased 
My statement 
made a deep impression on him. Sud- 
denly his face and eyes assumed an 
expression of infinite kindness and 
tenderness. With a tranquillity such 
as I had never before seen in him, 
though I had become familiar with his 
self-control during the discussion of 
many a serious question, both objective 
and personal, he approached me, laid 
both hands on my shoulders, and said: 
“Dear friend, it is nothing. Who is 
likely to do anything to me?” 


Snobism of 
the Bath. 


Snobisme is the word used by one 
Paris publicist for the spirit of 
young people who insist on having a 
bathroom. ‘That, he thinks, is too 
much, in recounting the case of a 
young couple who are hesitating to get 
married because they cannot find tan 
apartment in Paris at a_ reasonable 
price if it has a bath. And the pros- 
pective bride said that she would rath- 
er go without marriage than without 
a bath. ‘The publicist in question 
thinks this is rather scandalous and 
counsels the young woman in ques- 
tion to make use of that curious uten- 
sil which the French call a tub if 
she has such a passion for washing. 
And he cites venerable precedent for 
hydrophobia, such as that of Madame 
Recamier, and thinks that it was not so 
bad when plenty of perfume disguised 
the smell of the unbathed human car- 
cass. Here is a land where the lux- 
urious flights of imagination of one’s 
beloved are limited to a bathroom. 
There is still a long road to go before 
the young bride of France will insist 
on a fake Georgian mansion around 
the bathroom, and a garage outside 
with a high-powered limousine and an 
assortment of sables and pearls. 


German National 
Holiday. 


While the question of a national 
holiday will be adjourned in Germany, 
the reich and local governments are 
left free to organize celebrations on 
August 11 to commemorate the adop- 
ion of the Constitution of Weimar. 
The debate of this problem brought 
forth all the extremes of opinion, but 
it revealed a new tendency towards 
rensonable discussion. Herr Sever- 
ing, the socialist minister of the in- 
terior, spoke in favor of August 11. 
“Tt is to the constitution that you 
owe your seats here,” he said. “It was 
to defend the cosstitution that in 1920 
the people épposed the Kapp putsch. 
It was because the constitution gave 
to all the same political rights that 
Germans presented a common front at 
the time of the plebiscies in eastern 
Prussia and in upper Silesia, and of 
the struggle against the separatists 
of the west.” Herr Schlange, extreme 
nationalist, declared that so long as 
Germany lives under “the chains of 
the Treaty of Versailles,” a day of 
mourning is more in.order than a 
day of rejoicing. A communist de- 
manded that May 1 be made the Ger- 
man national holiday. Herr Molden- 
hauer (populist) said that a date 
should not be chosen until “the last 
Frenchman has left German soil, or, 
by reunion with Austria, Germany 
shall have become the great Ger- 


many.

Pulpit From Politics 


Editor Constitution: The Northern 
Methodist church exploited itself to 
the limit on the question of slavery. 
It is still a question whether the 
Dixie states would have seceded in 
the early sixties if the northern pul- 
pits had not shown so much pulpit 
intolerance—from 1856 to 1860. 

In those fateful years the Methodist 
church, north, fanned the political 
flames against the Methodist church, 
south, and we remember that Preacher 
Burchard defeated James G. Blaine 
for the presidency with his “Rum, 
Romanism and Rebellion” as late as 
the year 1884. 

In Georgia we had a prohibition cam- 
paign as early as 1855, when Hon. 
Basil H. Overby. ran against the whigs 
and democrats, a third party ticket, a 
straight out prohibition ticket. He 
received only 6,000 votes and Herschel 
V. Johnson was elected governor by a 
large majority by the democrats, 

James Buchanan was elected presi- 
dent in 1856—“a -northern man with 
southern principles”—and was handled 
by such as Henry Ward Beecher in 
the Plymouth pulpit and Mrs. Harriet 
Beecher Stowe with “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin” in her hand and the northern 
pulpiteers shrieking disunion in her 
head: to divide the north and the 
south on the slavery question. 

A Prohibition Leader. 


I was a prohibitionist in the Overby 
campaign and a pioneer for probibi- 
tion in the state when women were 
not considered capable of. discussing 
the saloon problem and had no vote 
in Georgia in any sort of an election. 

Hon, Seab Wright made a campaign 
for governor in later years and was 
defeated by Governor W. Y. Atkinson, 
who was not a prohibitionist. 

Less than a week ago a very promi- 
nent Georgian applied to me to send 
him the famous copy from my scrap 
book, to show how prohibition did not 
win in that campaign. 


Dr. Haygood was elected to the 
bishopric in the Southern Methodist 
church, 

For some reason, still enigmatical 
to me, he attacked my late husband in 
a printed article on November 8, 1885, 
in which he said, “Felton wanted to be 
governor and is unscrupulous in his 
efforts to get there. I am a prohi- 
bitionist, but he will never get my 
vote.- I would vote for no prohibition 
candidate for governor. I am opposed 
to prohibition being carried into poli- 
tics. JI believe in it only by local op- 
tion. It-is in harmony with the old 


English idea of the people of a com- 
munity settling questions for them- 
selves,” 3 

Dr. Felton promptly called upon the 
coming bishop to know whether he was 
prepared to defend himself in that at- 
tack—unproyoked, uncalled for and 
untrue, ete. Said Dr. Felton on No- 
vember 11, 1885, in the following 
printed in the Macon Telegraph: 

‘For the sake of the church to which we 
both belong I do not accept a newspaper 
slander as your own statement without gir- 
ing you the opportunity te do me justice 
and to save yourself from what that inter- 
view deserves. No man, be he priest, poten- 
tate or Slater fund agent, can call me a liar 
inside or outside of public prints without 
hearing from me as quickly as possible; that 
preachers of the same religious denomina- 
tion owe something to the dignity and re- 
spectability of the church that accepts their 
ministry,’’ etc. 

Keep Politics Out of Pulpit. 

Recalling this episode only to prove 
to your readers that bishops, presiding 
elders, stewards and laymen in the 
Methodist church, south, in which I 
have held membership for 77 years, } 
should certainly devote their political 
energies to the newspapers and con- 
vention halls rather than to pulpit’ 
exercises, where no person (no mat- 
ter how well qualified to speak on our 
politics) can call the preacher to ac- 
count for the words thus spoken for 
or against his motives or his charac- 
ter. 

There is a well-known Bible charac- 
ter who felt obliged to “rush to the 
horns of the altar” to protect himself 
from punishment or public challenge 
for his attacks. 

The, pulpit belongs in the church 
dedicated to the service of Almighty 
God. There is a sacredness attached 
to any’ service of the Lord which 
should be kept in mind by the 
preacher, whether he is big or little in 
the eyes of the community, 

This episode with Bishop Haygood 
broke a friendship of long standing. 
While he was presiding elder on the 
Dalton district he was heartily wel- 
comed to our humble home... He was 
often entertained there. My husband 
repeatedly declined to run for the 
office of governor. He was indignant, 
but the excitement waned, of course.

One man’s fayorite myths, 
superstittions or vagaries may be an- 
other man’s nonsense, 

But, shucks, Professor Haggard’s 
book has very little in it that even 
I can quarrel about. Probably no 
man could write a book on health and 
ill health that would meet with my 
entire approval—except perhaps the 
conductor of this column, There are 
at least 475 pages of solid and de- 


pendable information about health and. 


sickness in the book.and every page 
is worth a dollar when you are in 
need of the particular information it 
gives. Still I’d hate like everything 
to hand over five little round iron men 
to anybody for a three dollar book, I 
mean, under compulsion. 

On the function of the skin Pro- 
fessor Haggard sets some of our more 
prolific medica] editors and our care- 
less health or diet column conductors 
a good example. He says: 

“The excretion of solid substances 
through the skin is a minor function; 
no serious effects would follow its com- 
plete abolition, for the kidneys could 
normally carry the added burden.” 

That’s a fair sample of the sound, 
scientifie information throughout Pro- 
fessor Haggard’s book. It is only 
when the physiologist gets off his beat 
and attempts to give practical hy- 
gienic suggestions or advice, that a 


little nonsense creeps in.

Others whose fate 
is not known are Roald Amundsen, 
noted Norwegian polar explorer, Lieu- 
tenant Lief Dietricsen, Norwegian 
arctic explorer and the four members 
of the crew of the French airplane in 
which Amundsen and Dietricsen set 
out from Tromsoe, Norway, on June 
18 to rescue some of the Italia crew. 

“It has not been said that we flew 
a total of 243 hours of which 134 
were over the polar regions,” the gen- 
eral declared, rising to emphasize his 
defiance of his critics. “It has not 
been said that we encountered 
meteorological conditions and difficul- 
ties that tested the fibre of every man 
with us. We overcame a thousand 
difficulties and yet if we could have 
continued three hours more our flights 
would have been completed.” 

Dog Sleeps at Feet. 

During the interview Nobile’s dog 
Titina, which accompanied the expe- 
dition, lay quietly sleeping at her 
master’s feet. Professor Raffaele 
Bastianelli, noted Italian surgeon, ar- 
rived during the interview to dress 
Nobile’s wounds. At a desk an or- 
derly was busy opening thousands of 
letters and telegrams on the general’s 
desk. Otherwise the quiet of the No- 
bile home was not disturbed. 

“Our preparations were the most 
complete of any expedition that ever 
went to the polar regions,” Nobile 
said. “There was not one thing miss- 
ing that could possibly have been fore- 
seen. This mishap was something 
which could absolutely not be fore. 
casted. 

“We all went to fhe north pole 
knowing the risks and the hardships. 
It was no pleasure trip. We went 
there to explore and search for scien:

We aimed at geographical and 
scientific research.

My 
heart was in the fight for Mr. McAdoo 
and I was greatly disappointed that 
his nomination was blocked by the 
Smith forces.

Foster was active in the cause to

Just before he was stricken he pre- 
pared a letter appealing for funds 
for the convention of the Daughters 
of the Confederacy and the responses 
cReered and comforted him on his 
death bed, 

For years General Foster was com- 
mander of the Dick Dowling camp, 
United Confederate Veterans, here. 
Last year at the Tampa, Fla., re- 
union he was honored with the high- 
est office in the gift of the south-. 
land, the commandership of afl Con- 
federate veterans in America. 

General Foster gave much of his 
life labors to put Confederate his- 
tory in the right light before the 
world, to “purify it” as he expressed 


it. 

He was 13 years old when the Civil/ 
war began, but he was 16 before the 
authorities would allow him to en- 
list and they were donbtful even then 
that the child-soldier could carry a 
musket, a cartridge box, and two regu- 
lation army blankets. 

Foster enlisted at Spartanburg, 8.’ 
C., July 10, 1864, in Company A, 
First Seuth Carolina battalion, which 
was afterwards consolidated with the 
Third South Carolina regiment. — 

While the federal general, William 
T. Sherman, was marching from At- 
lanta to the sea, Foster’s unit was 
assigned to protect the railroad from 
Savannah to Charleston, the only ‘sup- 
ply outlet for General Robert E. Lee's 
army.

For Clifford Thompson is resigned. 
Clifford Thompson has given up all 
earthly hope. He told me so. “I 
know there is no hope in this life,” 
he said in a voice that failed to choke. 
“My thoughts are on eternity, my 
Saviour and——” hesitated a fleeting 
second, “and on my wife.” 

And as the hour-glass of his life 
softly but surely lets the grains of 
sand run through Clifford Thompson, 
the boy of 22, turns his thoughts to 
that wife who herself in far-off Ful- 
ton tower confesses she betrayed him. 
“But.” he hastily added, “I believe 
[ will meet her in heaven.” 

Waiting for Tomorrow. 

There was nothing gruesome. There 
was nothing terrible in this last night 
at the death house. Escorted by War- 
den Burke, we entered the well-lighted 
place where Thompson and Moss are 
confined in adjoining cells. Thompson 
arose from his cot on our arrival and 
greeted us in the most friendly and 
unshaken manner. “Yes, iis my last 
night,” he said, “but you know, I am 
looking forward to tomorrow night 
with much more: pleasure.” 

That is his attitude. Ready to go 
and not afraid. Clifford professed 
faith this morning to Chaplain E. C. 
Atkins and received baptism. From 
that point on the chaplain told me 
Clifford was a changed man. Jim 1s 
very well educated and spends much 
of his time reading the Bible. Thomp- 
son canont read. 

Contrary to usual custom, neither 
has eaten very much today. Thomp- 
son, so the guard tells me, has eaten 
very little since coming here and prac- 
tically nothing today. 

Face Death Calmly. 

Whether guilty or innocent, one 
could not find two men, who on the 
brink of eternity’s edict, appear more 
calm and who give every evidence of 
beimg resigned to the whirl of fate. 

They faced their last sunset with 
a heroism that if displayed-on the field 
of battle would be eulogized._ .- 

And somehow, as one walked away 
from the prison, glistening there in the 
moonlight, and heard the sound of 
taps gently wafted across the peace 
and quiet of the countryside, he could 
not help but believe that there in that 
death house two souls had found a 
peace and quiet fully in keeping witt 
that gentle message of the soldier's 
farewell. And somehow one found 
himself thinking that those two souls 
would meet the rising sun of tomor- 
row's dawn the zero hour of 10:30, 
their farewell bow to life's pains and

“This is not death, it is but the 
stepping inte another world.’ That 
prayer went home, for that is the phil- 
osophy of both of those men who to- 
morrow morning Will say farewell to 
this life. 

Immediately following my _ arrival 

in the death house there followed a 
song and prayer service, conducted by 
the chaplain, ably assisted by a group 
of white and colored prisoners whose 
,; Songs took one back to childhood and 
ithe plantation. 
_ From the moment that the melod- 
ious voices were lifted in that sweet 
old hymn of “Love Lifted Me.” until 
the final notes of “Pass Me Not, Oh 
Gentle Savior, Hear My Humble 
Cry,” floated out on the moon-swept 
confines of the prison yard, both 
Thompson and Moss seemed to find 
added comfort. When the last note 
had died away and the singers passed 
by the cell bars to bid farewell to 
the condemned men, one could not 
help but feel that it was a gathering 
wighing a comrade God-speed on some 
lomg journey instead of a death house 
assembly trying to make the way a 
little easier for two who have faced 
the sunset for the last time. 

But there are other and more sin- 
ister and tangible elements close at 
hand that bring one back from the 
land and fantasy into the stern reali- 
zation of what tomorrow holds for 
those two men. 

It will be “Black Friday” at the 
state prison today. Besides Thomp- 
son and Moss, George«Fickling will 
pay the supreme penalty for the mur- 
der of another negro at Savannah. 
His case. was appealed to the su- 
preme court and that body affirmed 
the decision of the lower court. 

All executions are scheduled to be 
carried out between 10 o'clock this

Newark-Elizabeth Airport, August 
2.—I remember that, not so many 
months back, the young man who 
wanted to fly was considered roman- 
tic and foolhardy. 

There was a sort of hangover from 
the “Darius Green and His Flying 
Machine” state of mind. 

When I told an old lady down in 
my home town in Texas that I want- 
ed to learn to fly, she said: 

“Well, I knew you wrote stories 
and drew pictures, but I didn’t know 
you were that crazy.” 

Here in a modern flying school, I 
looked my classmates over carefully, 
searching for a romantic type, taking 
up flying for sport or fun, after I got 
better acquainted with them I began 
to ask questions, 

When I asked if they were learning 
to fly for the thrill of the thing, they 
laughed. 

Without exception, they are here for 
very practical reasons, They are 
all convinced that there is more money 
in aviation and promises of more for 
the future than in being an auto me- 
chanic, a clerk, salesman, or small 
business man. : 

That there is plenty of excitement 
in flying is no deterrent to the ones 
in my class, I am sure. But excite- 
ment and thrills are secondary with 
most ef them. I imagine they are

AINSWORTH ANSWERS

Macon, Ga., August 2.—(/)—Bishop 
W. N. Ainsworth, of the Methodist

“Surely, sir,” Bishop Ainsworth 
wrote, “you must not know the follow- 
ing stubborn facts: 

“1. That the democratic nominee 
has announced his purpose to use all 
the power and prestige of the presi- 
dency to bring about fundamental 
changes in the national prohibition 
law. The world know that the presi- 
dent has vast power in the appoiftt- 
ment of thousands of officers and the 
distribution of patronage and uses it 
to secure support of his policies. 

“2. That the chairman of the cam- 
paign committee has said that he was 
induced to serve in this capacity be- 
cause he saw in it an opportunity of 
‘helping to relieve the country of the 
damnable affliction of prohibition.”

Is the Thing 


World Champions’ Slump 
Due to Collapse of 
Pitching Staff.

In latter years there probably has 
never been a more conclusive illustra- 
tion of what pitching form means to a 
ball club than the Yankees’ recent re- 
verses. Pitching is generally credited 
with being 75 per cent of a team’s 
strength, but the Yankees’ staff doesn’t 
rate that high. Results show that their 


bats superseede their pitching arms. 

The 24-6 setback the Yankees had at 
Cleveland Sunday has prompted more 
comment than any other game of the 
last few seasons. If the Yanks had 
amassed the 24 markers there would 
have been little surprise. Seventeen 
runs in the first two innings seem a rec- 
ord in themselves. Five hits each for 
Hodapp and Luke Sewell in a nine- 
inning game savor of a first-time oc- 
currence. With Carl Lind’s four hits 
added, there is the odd feat of three 
batsmen accumulating 14 hits in one 
game, 

However, while individual averages 
prosper as a result of that slugfest, 
the Yankees as a team suffer only a 
one game loss in the percentage col- 
umn. There is no guarantee that the 
Yankees’ bats have been stilled, except 
temporarily, and there is no doubt 
that their murderous attackeds will 
still be resumed. 

_At this particular time, Miller Hug- 
gins is the butt of much undeserved 
censure for his policy of working his 
pitchers. From the outside it may 
look as if Pipgras had been overworked 
lately, but I don’t think so. The Yan- 
kee pilot is merely taking a desperate 
shortcut in an attempt to put his 
pitchers back on their feet. 

Pipgras has a high-powered pitching 
arm, and he should be equal to a 
strenuous campaign. Huggins realizes 
that, and feels that a few victories will 
put him back in consistent form. On 
the other hand, it would be extremely 
dangerous to work Pennock out of 
turn. He needs complete rest between 
games. Waite Hoyt is strong, clever 
and willing, and much depends upon 
his efforts in the next month. 

Connie Mack’s Athletics now have 
the opportunity they have been wait- 
ing for. The Yanks’ tremendous lead

Mind Affected 
By Blow Over 
Eye, Is Report 
Says Mind Is Clear Now and 


Wants It To Remain in 
That Condition. 


New York, August 2-—(United 
News.)—The New York Daily News, 
in a copyrighted story published to- 
night under the signature of Paul 
Gallico, News’ sports editor, stated 
that it had learned irom the lips of 
Gene Tunney that he retired from the 
heavyweight boxing throne to save his 
sanity. 

The story sets forth that Tunney 
gave this version of his retirement to 
Gallico and another sports writer in 
the presence of a few personal friends. 

An accident during the course of his 
training for the second bout with Jack 
Dempsey—the Chicago fight—was re- 
sponsible for Tunney’s decision, the 
story stated. 

Blow Over Eye. 

While sparring with one of his 
partners, Gene was butted over the 
left eye. Then, before he had recoy- 
ered, the sparring partner let go with 
a terrific right to Tunney’s head which 
ulmost knocked him down. ' Tunney 
fought back and sent “his partner 
sprawling under the ropes, but it was 
several days before the champion’s 
head recovered from the butting and 
the hard right blow. 

The several days, the News’ story 
relates, Tunney wandered about his 
camp and rested in his room. For two 
days he did not know his own name. 
He went to see a physician but was 
afraid to confide his condition. He 
told the doctor of an imaginary per- 
son receiving similar blows and asked 
his advice for this hypothetical pa- 
tient. The doctor advised rest—and 
plenty of it. Tunney took this advice 


. for himself. 


Tunney, according to Gallico’s story, 
had not fully recovered when he en- 
tered the ring in Chicago to defend 
his title against Jack Dempsey. 

It was not until the seventh round, 
when Jack .Dempsey cut loose with a 
terrific bombardment which sent Gene 
to the floor for the first time in his 
fighting career that Tunney regained 
his full mental alertness, he_ told 


Gallico. 
“Learns Lesson.” 

“But I had learned my Jesson,” Gal- 
lico quoted Tunney as saying. “I feel 
that my mind now is clear and free 
and as keen as it ever was. I want it 
to stay that way. It means more to 
me than anything the ring can give 
to me in the future. 

“The same thing drove Dempsey 
out. Dempsey is a rich man now, but 
he knows that if he ever fought me 
again his money wouldn't be worth a 
nickel, 

“The beating he would have to take 
around the head and eyes would im- 
pair him for life. I think I was 
lucky to have the accident that warned 
me in time. I am through forever,” 

Gallico’s story stated that Tunney 
gave permission for publication of this 
story on condition that the name of 
the sparring partner responsible for 
the training camp accident be elimi- 
nated. No one was present to see the 
damaging blows struck, Tunney ex- 
plained, except Eddie Eagan, a close 
friend, and the story was kept a se- 
cret between the champion and Eagan.

The answer is that Tunney has 
a boxing glove into a knife. 
His wrist, right or left, is stiff

In the main, they slap or cuff or jab 
without any great force. Tunney’s 
fist doesn’t travel far, but the snap 
that comes from a shoulder thrust 
mere than doubles the power of his 
punch. This punch has a deceptive 
quality. It may not look to be any 
great stuff to the crowd, but it feels 
entirely different to the party who 
happens to catch it on either head or 
body. The twist to Tunney’s glove is 
something like the slice that haunts 
the duffer as he draws the face of his 
club across the ball. 


A Record Boxing Average. 


In his last four fights Tunney has 
stalked through 43 rounds—12 against 
Risko, 20 against Dempsey and 11 
against Heeney. He has won 40 of 
these rounds, lost two and tied one. 
This is one of the most remarkable 
efforts in the way of continued and 
consistent skill any boxer has ever 
shown. Such a record ean only come 
from boxing perfection, both on offense 
and defense. It comes from extreme- 
ly able footwork and fist work, aided 
by tinusual ‘reflexes. 

Tunney knows when and how to re- 
lax, but his concentration under fire is 
flawless. He doesn’t let any distract- 
ing circumstances upset his mental 
balance or take his mind away from 
the main issue—which is to be ready 
for every move an opponent makes 
and to keep ready for any type of 
opening that may arrive. 


Brainy Training. 


The average fighter, in punching 
the heavy bag, for example, is just 
slugging at a bag. Tunney thinks as 
he trains. In slugging at the heavy 
bag he practices a right hand to the 
heart, as if the bag was an actual op- 
ponent. Or as he drives his left at 
the bag, he imagines an opponent’s 
face in the way. 

Most fighters go through this part 
of the grind in perfunctory fashion. It 
is all mechanical. There is almost no 
thought back of any punch. They are 
merely throwing. their fists. 

Those who recall how crude Tunney 
looked just seven years ago, when he 
fouzht one of the Dempsey-Carpentier 
preliminaries, can see how far his sys- 
tem of training and work has brought 
him along. The Tunney of 1921 and 
the Tunney of 1928 could never be 
recognized as one and the same. It 
was rather slow work, but there was 
nothing haphazard about it. He not 
only learned how to box to protect 
himself, but he laso studied the true 
science of hitting, the way to acquire 
jarring and cutting power without 
having to take a wild swing or go in 
for slugging. The slugger is bound to 
leave himself wide open if he misses. 
Tunney can miss and still be ready 
to protect himself. 

He has never swung off balance or 
thrown himself out of position.

Famous Long-Distance ‘Runner.

Amsterdam, August 2.—] came over 
here to win the marathon, and when 
the starting gun goes I'll be in there 
trying. 

If 18 years of competitive running 
and a lifetime of training count for 
enouzh, I’ll finish in front. They 
Shy you can’t beat the Dutch, but 
I am going to try.to beat the Dutch, 
Swedes, Germans, Finns and all the 
rest of them. If the old feet hold 
out I'll at least give them a run for 
their olive wreath. 

My desire to win certainly hasn’t 
been lessened by the trimmings our 
boys have had to take over here in 
the track events. It doesn’t make 
‘much difference how stout a man’s 
heart is if the other fellow’s ‘legs are 
a lot stronger. I hope my legs are 
going to carry me through to the 
finish line in such shape that the other 
entratits will have a good view of the 
number on my back. 


Favorable Cenditions. 


Some things are in my favor. When 
the marathon starts I'll have had 
more time to get used to this climate 
than the sprinters and middle dis- 
tance runners did in their events. 
Whether that will help me or ruin 
me remains to be seen, Even the na- 
tive sons over here don’t boast much 
about the climate. When we came 
over the ship must have sailed down 
hill, because the land here is below 
sea leve] and the air is about as dry 
as a night club before a raid. Still, 
I figure I can breathe it as well as 
the next fellow. 

And I love to run. I’d rather run 
than eat. I have told myself that 
when the time came that.I hated to 
get out on the road and train I would 
quit the game. It hasn’t come yet. 


Anxiously Awaits Day. 


I can hardly remember the day 
when I couldn’t run five miles easily 
and naturally. Leng distances have 
alwhys been easy for me, and I always 
have said that for my own satisfac- 
tion I was going to run a marathon 
before I quit the game for good. Well, 
I have run two marathons and won 
one of them. My great ambition is 
to win this Olympic marathon, That's 
the world series of marathons. It’s 
the oldest and biggest of them all. 

When I ran my first marathon J 
didn’t know anything about running 
the distance or the conditions. I 
learned a lot in that race. My judg- 
ment of pace was all right, and so 
were my legs, but my feet weren’t in 
condition. I hadn't hardened them to 
stand the pounding, and I wore the 
|wrong kind of shoes. 
| In my second marathon I knew bet- 
ter. I pickled my feet, the way. the 
old-time fighter did his face and hands, 
and they never bothered me from start 
to finish. I won that race. I had 
found out something about marathon 
running. That experience should help 
me now.

New York, August 2.—(?)—Fre- 
quent shifts of speculative sentiment 
characterized today’s stock market, 
but the major price tendency was 
downward in reflection of growing un- 
easiness over the credit situation with 
a special meeting of the New York 
Clearing House association called to- 
day to discuss the brokers’ loan sit- 
uation and the weekly meeting of the 
New York Federal Reserve bank aft- 
er the close, the market was in a 
“jumpy” state all day as a result 
of the mony rumors in circulation, 

While the official decision of the 
New York clearing house was with- 
held until tomorrow, Wall street 
learned that bankers had agreed to 
raise the commission charged for plac- 
ing call loans for others and to fix 
$100,000 as a minimum loan for that 
account, but that slightly higher in- 
terest rates would be allowed on time 
deposits. In the absence of any offi- 
cial figures showing to what extent 
loans of less than $100,000 “for the 
account of others” figured weekly to- 
tals of all loans, Wall street was 
somewhat at a loss to interpret the 
significance of this. action. 
Rediscount Rate Stands. 

Contrary to reports in some quar- 
ters, the New York Federal Reserve 
bank made no change in its rediscount 
rate of 5 per cent. The weekly re- 
port on brokers’ loans showed an in- 
crease of $75,477,000, bringing the to- 
tal to $4,249,396,000. The New York 
Stock exchange at the same time re- 
ported a decrease of $61,003,098 in 
member loans during July, the total 
outstanding on the last day of the 
month being $4,837,347,579. 

Call money renewed at 7 per cent 
and was in plentiful supply at that 
figure all day. Time money rates 


were unchanged, but prime commer- 
cial paper was quoted at 51-4 to 51-2 
instead of 5 to 5 1-4. 

The day’s business news was large- 
ly favorable. ‘The excess of new or- 
ders aboves shipments in the closing 
days of July led to predictions that 
the United States Steel corporation 
would show an increase of nearly 
100,000 tons in unfilled orders. in 
the monthly tonnage statement next 
week. United: States Steel closed 
fractionally. lower at 1401-4 after 
having been down to 139 1-4. 

Oil shares were again under accu- 
mulation in reflection of the improved 
statistical position of the industry, 
expanding earnings and extension of 
recent gasoline. price cuts. Atlantic 
Refining was again the feature, soar- 
ing 71-2 points to a new hig. rec- 
ord at 163 1-4. Houston Oil ad- 
vanced 3 1-4 points, Pan American 2, 
and most of the others fractionally. 


Rail Trade Colorless. 


Pool operations were again appar- 
ent in several specialties, current 
earnings or prospects of which are re- 
garded as unusually favorable. Frank 
G. Shattuck ran up 8 points to a new 
high record at 1241-4, Excellent 
buying also was noted in Johns Man- 
ville, Victor Talking Machine, Amer- 
ican Ice, General Gas and Electric 
“A”’ and the packing issues. 

National Tea broke 91-2 points, 
Midland. Steel Products 71-4, Radio 
55-8 and Indian Motorcycle 51-2, 
the last named touching a new low 
level for the year. Montgomery 
Ward ran into heavy selling after set- 
ting new high records for several 
days, but closed only 11-2 points lew- 
er at 186 1-2. 

Trading in the rails was colorless 
with price changes irregular and gen- 
erally unimportant. 

Commodity markets were mixed. 
Wheat rallied fractionally on indica- 
tions of an over-sold position, but cot- 
ton fell back $1 a bale. Coffee quo- 
tations were slightly lower and sugar 
prices held steady. 

Establishment of new. low records 
for the year by the British, Dutch and 
Japanese currencies featured the mix- 
ed foreign exchange market.
